THE RUSSIANS WERE DRIVEN BACK 



Japaneae Lossea Were About 700 
Killed and Woanded and tka . 
BnitianiLoitOTerSOO Man. 



The Japs May Ferca the Abandonment 
of tha Dafanaea Eractad tha 
Ruaaians at Antung and 
1^ • I Other Points. 

Toklo, May 2.— After five daya of 
flgfetinc. largelr with artinery, tbe 

flrpt Japanese army under Gen. Kurokl 
lias forced a crossing of the Yalu riv- 
rr and Sunday ^itb a gallant Infantry 
charge covering f frontage of four 
mllea it drova tha RuaaiaBa from Chui 
flto Cheng and the heights on the 
right bank of the Iho or Alda river 
which cntcrH (hp Yalu from the north 
almost opposite Wlju. The Japanese 
tamed the left flank of the Russian 
poaltion and In tJie battla of Sunday 
they swept away the new front inter- 
posed hy the Russians to check their 
onward niovmient. 

The prcsi nt position of th<^ .Tapancr.o 
la a dominating one, and they may 
force the abandonment of the defenses 
erected by the Russians at Antung and 
other points lower down the river. 
Gen. Kiirnlvi began flu' ninvomcnt on 
Tuesday by onlcring a detachment of 
the Imperial puards division to seize 
the island of Kurlto, which is in tho 
Talu above Wiju and a detaobuent of 
the second division to seize the island 
of Kintcito, \vhich Is situated below 
Wlj«. 

Met With Resistance. 

The detachment of the imperial 
guards met with resistance but it sue- 
reeded In clearing the enemy out and 
occupied Kurito l.sland. The Rus^ianH 
abandoned th(- island of Kintcito when 
attacked by the detachment of the sec- 
Olid division. The detachment of the 
acMBOUd diTialon which took the laland 
flit Kintelto sustained no losses. 

During the movements on the is- 
lands the Russians opened fire on the 
Japanese with eight 9</i> centimetre 
imas from a hill behind Chiu Tien 
Cheng and two Hotchkisa guna which 
were mounted on the bank of the river 
at Ko8an. 

The Russians seemed to have estab- 
lished their headfniaitcrs. One bat- 
tery of Japanese artillery which had 
tidMB a poaition on a hill to the east 
of Wijn fired three volleys at Kosan 
and at noon of Tuesday the Russian 
batteries behind Chin Tien Chenfi; 
shelled WiJu, wounding one Japanese 
soldier with shrapnel. On Wednesday 
the Ruasiana. reeumed the bombard- 
ment of WiJu, firing at intervals 
throughout the day. The Japanese ar- 
tillery did not respond to this fire. 



BOMBARDED WIJU. 

The Japa' Artillery Did Not Raapond 
to the Fire of the Russians. 



The Russians resumed their boni- 
bardment on Thursday, but it was k 
erally ineffective. Subsequently Uen. 
Qiuroki ordered two companies of 
the imperial guards to cross the Yalu 
and make a reconnaissance along the 
left bank of the Iho l'{ir the purpose of 
discovering the view of the Russian 
fortifications along the right bank of 
the river. The Jamtnese force advanc- 
ed toward Kosan, nnd then dispatched 
a small detachment to the villap- 
where a party of Russians was encoun 
tered. In tho enganenient which fol- 
lowed five Russians were killed. 

The Russian artillery on the hill be- 
hind Chiu Tien Cheng, firing at a high 
angle, opened on WiJu, the islands of 
Kurito and Seikodo. to the so\ith of 
Wiju, where some Japanese batteries 
had lakcn position. This firing con- 
tinued into Thursday night and Gen. 
Kuroki reporta that while it was lne(- 
fective, it disturbed his preparations 
for an attack. The Russians resumed 
tbe shelling of Wiju on Friday but the 
Japanese guns did not reply. 

FIrat Croaalng of the Yalu. 

Tbe twelfth division of the Japanese 
army was chosen to make the first 
eroBBlng of the Yalu. It began Its 
preparations on Friday by driving the 
Russians from their position on the 
iiank of the river opposite Sui Kochin. 
Tkia division constructed a pontoon 
bridge over the river and at 8 o'clock 
Saturday morning it began crossing. 
Tho entire division passed over tho 
river during the day and by 6 o'clock 
Saturday evening it was In the position 
assigned to it for tbe battle of Sun- 
day. 

At 10 : 4n o'clock Saturday morning 
the Rus.-iau artillery posted to the 
north and to the east of Chiu Tien 
Cheng Jjegan shelling tbe patrols of 
Japanese infantry which bad been dla. 



patched from KInteito and nndar CElu 
Tien Cheng. The Japanes« batteries 

replied to this shelling and slleneed 
the Russian fire. I>ater eight Russian 
guns posted on a hill to the east of the 
hill at Maliao opened upon the impe- 
rial guards. To this akalUnc the Jap- 
anse artillery to the eaat of Wi4u re- 
sponded and the Russiana ceased fir- 
ing. 

RUSSIAN OUNS SILKNCID.

Then both the Chiu Tien Cheng an l 
the Makao batteries responded and 
this fire brought a vigoroua response 
from the chain of Japaneae batteries 
on the Korean side of the river. The 
Russian guna fired for two hours be- 
fore they were silenced. In his report 
Oen. Kurokl expressM the belief that 
hia shelUns was very effective against 
the RoaalaBa. 

A bridge across the main stream of 
the Yalu Just above Wiju was com- 
pleted at 8 o'clock Saturday night and 
the second Japanese division and the 
imperial guards immediately began 
crossing. Tbegr advanced and occupied 
the bills back of Kosan, facing the 
ftussian position on the right bank of 
the river. All Saturday night rcglmfnl 
after regiment of Japanese t^oldiera 
poured across the bridge. Oen. Kuroki 
at daylight Sunday centered all hia ar- 
tillery on the Ruaaian poaition be- 
tween Chiu Tien Cheng and Yoshoko. 
To this Are the Hussians made reply 
with all their batteries. At 7 o'clock 
in the morning the Russian battery at 
Yoshoko waa silenced and half an hour 
later Qea. Kurokl ordered his line, 
stretching for four miles, to attack. 
The Japanese Infantry on the word of 
command ( harf^ed across the Iho. wad- 
ing that stream breast deep and be- 
gan storming the heights at 8:16. At 
9 o'clock they had swept the Russian 
line back across the plateau. 

The Losses on Both Sides. 

The Japanese lossea on the Yaln 
Sunday were about 700 killed and 
wounded. The Russians lost ov( r M'n 
men. The Japanese captured 28 quick- 
firing guns, 20 officers and many men. 
The Russiana made two stands. 

The Japaneae Sunday captured Chiu 
Tien Cheng, ten milea nrath of An- 
tung. which is regarded as the key to 
Russian position on the right bank of 
the Yalu river. It is understood that 
tile Rut>sians will retreat to Feng Hu- 
an Cheng, which is on the road to L4ao 
Yang. 



JAPANESE INGENUITY. 



They Made a Demonstration Off Port 
Arthur April 27. 

,Port Arthur, May 2.— Details of ihe 

demonstration off Port Arthur on Ajiril 
27 discloses the desperate ingenuity of 
the Japanese. The squadron set auoat 
a string connecting raft carrying burn- 
ing materials. About 1:40 o'clock in 
the morning, when five miles off shore, 
the Combustibles were fired, tbe wind 
and waves bringing the burning fioats 
toward the harbor. Under cover of 
this screen of fire eight Japanese vor 
pedo boats towinj,' a lautu h IiIImI vlth 
mines sliped around to a spot near 
where, the Petroplavlovsk was sunk, 
but they were detected by Russian 
searchllglitp, when the batteries open- 
ed file and drove them off,, l)ut not be- 
fore the mines had been sown. 

The Japanese, knowing (hut the R)is- 
slans would Intercept wireless vi^ 
sages, tried a neat trick to deceive and 
worry Viceroy Alexleff. For several 
nights in succession they sent by wire- 
less telegraphy orders to prepare for 
a landing, to send in fire ships, to at- 
tack with submarine boats, etc.

IN THE KENTUCKY FIELD. 



Completions During the Past Week 
Approximated 15 Wells. 

Lexington, Ky., May 2. — ^The com- 
pleflona in tbo Kentucky oil fields dur- 
ing a week past approximate 15, with 
two dusters, Cumberland county shows 
three strikes, Wayne four and Knox 
county one. This constitutes the re- 
sults in the lower fields. Drilling in 
the upper divisions waa more scatter- 
ed. One strike was made in Wolfe 
county, two In the Bath-Rowan fields, 
one In Estill and one in Menifee, a 
wildcat territory. In tho eastern di- 
vision one completion was made. 

The best strike of the week wa^ 
made In Cumberland county and is 
good for 76 barrels. A line fight has 
heen on between the Standard and the 
Greensburg Oil Co., and their recent 
completions are within a short dis- 
tance of one another. The new pro- 
duction in Cumberland county is 8S 
barrels, in Wayne county 125 barrela 
and in Knox county 10 barrels. 

The Standard is preparing to con- 
nect several of the fields In the upper 
division that have no market facilities 
by a pipo line. A branch will be con* 
Btmcted from the Ragland develop* 
ments In Bath county and aStanJ 
through '^olfe to Morgan. 

The production for a week amounts 
to 15,000 barrels and the month's rur^ 
will approximate a little over 60,000 
barrels. 

To Name the Architect May 30. 

Frankfort, Ky., May 2.— The state 
capitol commissioners decided that on 
May 20 they would select the archi- 
tect for the new statehouse. During 
the month of May they will hear the 
architects discuss plans and specifica- 
tions in order to ascertain the quali- 
fications of the various architects, but 
when the architect is selec ted it will 
not necessarily mean that hia plana 
wiU alao be selected.

St. Louis, May 2. — The hurricane 
roof of the ferry steamer Alonzo C. 
Church collapsed early Sunday even- 
ing while the steamer was crowded 
with sightseers viewing the United 
States gunboat Nashville at anchor In 
the river harbor here, and about 20 
people were Injured, a number of them 
being reported in a critical condition. 

The ferry steamer had been carrying 
crowds all day from the foot of Valan* 
tine street out into midstream past tho 
Nashville and back again. No ston 
was made at tho Nashville owini; t ) 
the heavy flood current running. A.s 
the ferry boat was rounding the Nash- 
ville and starting back to dock the 
crowd on the upper deck rushed to the 
steamer's side and out upon the hurri- 
cane deck. TIu' strain was too great 
and the roof collap.sed, preeiiiitating 
a large number of people 20 feet to tbe 
deck below, which was also crowded. 
Instantly a panic ensued. Women 
screamed, some from injury and some 
from frisht. and several persons at- 
tempted to jump In'o the river think- 
ing tile t.oal was sinl^ini;. ("ooI'.t 
heads prevented this and efforts were 
at once begun to succor the injured. 
A distress signal was blown from tho 
boat's whistle and tugs hurried along- 
side, but it was deemed best to pro 
ceed to land and not attempt to place 
the Injured cn the tugs. Anibulan'.es 
bad been hastily called and soon fiter 
the Alonzo C. Church had reached 
shore the injured were being convey- 
ed to the city hospital and many 
ntighboring homes. 

Capt. McClelland said the boat was 
substantially built and that the acci- 
dent had been due to the exeeasivo 
weight on the roof.
